MEXICO CITY, Dec. 27.—Colonel 
Charles. A..Lindbergh. spent his last 
day in Mexico today... If something 
very unusual does. not .occur.to.up- 
set the plans of the “Air Ambas- 
sador,”” who makes it a point of 
starting when he says he will, he will 
take off from Valbuena \Field tomor- 
row morning at dawn and wing his 
way toward Guatemala, 675 miles 
away. 

He may be delayed a i time by 
heavy fog; as.-the valley was cur- 
tained thickly thi¢ morning as a’ re- 
sult of a disturbance over the Gulf, 
but he believes that a few thousand 
feet up he will find clear weather 
through which he can ‘get ‘his. bear- 
ings from Popocatapetil.. He is mani- 
festly glad to be on the move again, 


for he had:rather fly than do any-}’ 


thing else in the world, but he ‘has 
enjoyed greatly his day in Mexico 
and hopes his flight, and. visit here 
have been of value. —_ 


Adds to His’ Equipment. 

He spefitmaiet’ of téday™ looking 
over his map§ and making” sure “he 
had all the equipment he needed ‘for 
the journey into tropical. Central 
America. He will meet’a very dif- 
ferent climate on this part of the 
trip, for at Panama he will be only 
a few degrees from the Equator. 

In addition to the duffle bag which 
he brought with him he will carry 
this time a suitcase to hold his extra 
clothes. 

Colonel Lindbergh flies with A 
everything he may need.

part the entire trip, are confident, 
however, that he will easily reach 
his goal. 

The flight to Guatemala is the most 
diffxcult voyage of the Central Amer- 
ican trip. The next hop from there 
is only 250 miles, to Belize in British 
Honduras, then 260 to San Salvador, 
140 to Tegucigalpa in Honduras, 150 
to Managua in Nicaragua, 210 to San 
José, Costa Rica, and 320 to Panama. 

He will probably stay a day or two 
in each place, including the day of 
his arrival, although he has allowed 
for an extra day or so along the 
route because of engagements which 
it would be difficult to break or be- 
cause of the possible necessity of 
making minor nig to his plane. 

His start from Mexico City will be 
made as soon after dawn as the 
early mists permit. He may get 
away as early as 6:30, New York 
time, arr it is not quite light 
until a little later. If the fog seems 
to be low he will be able to get off 
with the first streak of dawn, long 
before the plane starts north with 
his mother.

MEXICAN HOUSE ACTS 
TO CHANGE OWL LAW 


Passes Calles Bill to End 
Restriction on Confirming 
of Rights. 


MEETS AMERICAN CLAIMS 


Measure Sent to Senate Is 
Expected to Boom Production 
~—Step Pleases Washington.

of..the oil.and land .Jaw......The bill 
changes Articles 14° and’ 15° of At 
regulatory: law.; 

The project ior the reform of the. 
law regulating Article 27 of the Mexi- 
can Constitution is declared of tran- 
scendent importance, not only re- 
garding the foreign oil interests op- 
erating in’ Mexico, but: also as in- 
dicating a‘ settlement -of the major 
points at issue between. Washington 
andthe Calles Administration, on 
whith’ so many thousand words have 
been. exchanged between the State 
Department and the Mexican Foreign 
Office. No doubt “is ‘held’ by well- 
informed observers that final ap- 
proval by the Senate is assured for 
the Calles proposal before the ad- 
journment of Congress Saturday. 

. The effect of the proposed amend- 

ment of. the oil regulating law. is 

foreseen as a renewal of foreign 

petroleum operations in Mexico on a 

scale equal in intensity «to. that of 

any period in Mexican history. Local 
financiai and industrial centres see 

a desire by. President Calles not only 

to respect the decision of the Mex- 

ican supreme legal authority, but 
also to comply with the official 
declarations from the Petroleum De- 
partment of the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry,. replying to. the 
argument of foreign interests that 
the articles in question were uncon- 
stitutional and confiscatory, that it 
would be time for the oe com- 

nies to complain once the Mexican 

upreme Court had decided whether 


or not the law must be compli i 
with. 


Effect of Step Is Significant. 

Within a month of the decision 
that the law, as regards Articles XIV 
and XV, is unconstitutional, and 
without waiting for other confirma- 
tory decisions the Mexican President 
has projected an immediate reform 
in terms ‘of the legal finding. The 
moral effect on the international sit- 
uation’ of ‘the Presidential action, it 
ig declared, cannot te overestimated 
as practical evidence of Mexico’s de- 


sire for closer and friendly relations 
with the United States and to pro- 
tect foreign capital invested in the 
republic. 
esident Calles’s message to the 

Chamber of Deputies details the his-

HIS MOTHER AIDED. POLICE 


Tired of His Demands for Money 
——He.Now, Faces. Life Term In- 
stead of Only 2 Years More. 


Charles Martin, a..surly, sandy- 
haired convict, who>walked .unchal- 
lenged out of Sing Sing ‘oh’ July 1, 
bobbed. up. yesterday. . morning at 
West Side Court under. the ‘elias. of 
Jack Conway. ' He tured * by 
chance when @ 'patrotindh halted ‘a 
suspicious looking taxicab on Christ- 
mas morning. “Yesterday. morning 
the détectives, who have been schém- 
ing to.catch him'since last July, were 
on hand with a long list: of griev- 
ances.’ 

Martin had left Sing Sing in a fit 
of disgust. He had been sentenced 
in 1921 to fourteen years when he 
confessed to complicity in a theft of 
$8,000 worth of jewelry from a bridal 
couple at the Hotel Narragansett. It 
was not long before he had: estab- 
lished ‘himself as a ‘“‘trusty,’” and 
over a period of three years he made 
more than forty unsupervised trips 
for his keeper, Louis Kelly. On July 
1 he was sent.out to deliver a mes- 
sage; when he returned he knocked 
for ten minutes on’the door to his 
cell block without receiving an an- 
swer.. So, without further ado, he 
about-faced and left the premises. 


Mother Complained About Him.

Be the Spokesman. 


TAYLOR 'TO RULE ‘FINANCES 


Hels Expected to Give Most of His 
Time to Fiscal Program—Trading 
‘In Stock Uncommonly: Heavy... 


A. triumyirate. composed. .of, J...P, 
Morgan, James A. Farrell-and Myron 
C.' Taylor was ‘set up yesterday to 
direct the affairs of the United 
States’ Steel. Corporation. ., The. re- 


sponsibilities carried. by ‘the late El- 


bert H. Gary will be’ distributed 
among these three, with Mr. Morgan 


acting as the nominal head of the cor- 


poration with the title of Chairman 
of ‘the board; with Mr. Farrell con- 


tinuing as President and. becoming 


Chief Executive Officer, and: with Mr. 
Taylor supervising the fiscal policies 


as the Chairman of the mye. Com- 


mittee. 

These elections, 
nounced following the December 
meeting of the directors yesterday, 
represent a drastic change in .man- 
agement policy. : Mr. Morgan, by a 
revision of the by-laws, will perform 
no executive duties.. He will preside 
over meetings of the board and be 
responsible in’a general way for: the 
corporation’s operations. , He will be 
expected. to give only. a little, if any, 
more time to the business than: he 
has in the past asa director and 
member of the Finance Committee. 

Farrell to Be Spokesman. 


Mr,’ Farrell, as the Pres,dent and 
Chief Executive Officer, will be re- 


sponsible. directly ,foz the «manage- 
ment of the corporation. As .an- 


nounced by the board, he will serve 


‘under the direction and ‘super- 


vision’”’ of that body and of the fb - 
nance Committee. For the time being 
at ‘least, he will be the spokesman 


for the corporation and in that capac- 
ity will succeed to a function ‘which 
Mr. Gary jealously preserved for 
himself. He has been acting as Chief 
Executive Officer since Mr. Gary’s 


death. 

Mr. ‘Taylor, 
Street’s 
changes, will be a good deal: more 
than the nominal Chcirman of the 
Finance Committee. He is expected 


to devote the greater part.of his time 
to the Steel Corporation. To a large 
extent, and probably with. very little 
interference, he will determine and 
carry out the. financial ..policies. 
Within a short time, it is understood, 


he will establish offices in the Steel 
Corpora‘ sn’s building at 71 Broad- 


way. In all probability, it was indi- 
cated yesterday, he will occupy part 
or all of the offices which Mr. Gary 
used on the seventeenth floor. 

Mr. Morgan will continue to make 
his. headquarters at his banking 
house, Broad and Wall Streets, Mr. 
Farrell already has his offices on 
the eighteenth floor of 71 Broadway. 

Mr. Morgan, Mr. Farrell and Mr. 
Taylor declined to comment on the 
brief announcement of the changes, 
issued.at the Steel Corporation’s of- 
fices following a comparatively short 
meeting of the board yesterday after- 
noon. 

The announcement, which was 
given out at 3:30 o’clock. follows:

ABOARD THE DESTROYER 
STURTEVANT, in. North Atlantic, 
Dec. 27 (By radio to The Associated 
Press).—Search along a thirty-two- 
mile lane off the eastern coast of 
Nova Scotia up to 11 o’clock tonight 
had failed to reveal any trace of fhe 
missing Dawn. 

The destroyers Sturtevant and 
Manah, which began the search for 
the missing plane yesterday, cruising 
in’ parallel courses sixteen miles 
apart, drew together at sunset to- 
night and Commander R. R. Stewart 
of the Sturtevant outlined to Com- 
mander pores N. Baker plans for 
the night and tomorrow. 

After’ reaching itions seventy- 
five miles west of Sable Island to- 
night, the destroyers. were unable to 
continue their intensive search until 
daybreak. During the night they will 
steam at twelve knots toward Sable 
Island, planning to return to their 
positions before morning. Meanwhile 
a sharp lookout will be kept on the 
chance of running across the Gray- 
son plane during the night. Search- 
lights were made ready for instant 
use, and both destroyers were listen- 
ing on & wave length of 625 meters 
for possible signals from the missing 
plane.

MACHINE GUN TROOPS 
WITH ALL THE CAVALRY 


War Department Plans to Meet 
the Modern Trend in Fire Power 
—Motors Also Added. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—All: regi- 
ments of. cavalry of the regular 
army will be equipped with machine 
gun troops after Feb. 1, the War 
Department announced today, to meet 
“the modern trend which presages 
increased fire power for armies of 
the future.”’ 

The new organization plan, which 
was preceded by an experimental 
test with the Thirteenth Cavalry at 
Fort Valley, will be. accomplished. by 
abolishing the brigade machine gun 
squadron and the service troop, and 
reducing the rifle troops of each 
squadron from three: to two. 

Commenting ‘on the reorganization, 
Major Gen. Herbert B. Crosby, chief 
of cavalry, said: 

“The fire power of the regiment 
will be increased from the equiva- 
lent of two rifles to every three men 
to the equivalent. of one rifle to 
every man. The regimental over- 
head will be greatly reduced. 

“The new organization is one which 
will enable a cavalry regiment to go 
to war as organized and to function 
actively, even during the expansion 
of the regiment to full-war strength.”’ 

Another change provided for in the 
reorganization ‘is the addition of 
motor transportation to cavalry regi- 
ments. Hach regiment will be 


equipped with three motor trucks and 
three cross-country cars.

Would Have Prized Followers. 


“J think I know what honor Wil-

deeds, not by recalling his struggles, 
but by doing what he advised. 

**Wilson was an historian. He 
knew well that a statesman lives 
through coming generations not 
upon personal qualities, however 
a aoa or Late Se not cer- 

inly upon glory of place or of hon- 
ors bestowed. He lives by virtue of 
the principles or ideas he stood for 
and by the impact he makes, 
through the determined support of 
those ideas, upon his own and fol- 

hg ages. 

‘In short, it was the passion of the 
man to make the principles which he 
considered true prevail in the world. 
In the latter part of his life, after 
his retirement from office, he wrote 
to a friend: 

***T do not think that the word 
**principles’’ can be used too often 
or can be worn out. After all, there 
is no adequate substitute for it.’

*‘We may, then, upon such an oc- 
casion as this, ask ourselves what 
Wilson’s principles were; the es-

"The more deeply I study Wood- 
row Wilson, the more clearly I think 
I grasp, the secret of his genius. It 
was a genius for the inner realities, 
for cutting through: forms, policies, 
constitutions, to the spirit. that lay 
behind them. It was the irit of 
institutions that enlisted his pro 
found interest. 

‘‘When he. planned what was to be 
the one great book of his life—the 
one great k every thinker dreams 
of writing—the name. he first chese 
for it was “The Spirit’ of the Laws.’ 
He was always speaking of the spirit 
of institutions, the spirit of the peo- 
ple. He knew it was the only thing 

at really counted. 

“It was, then, the spirit of democ- 
racy, not its written or unwritten 
constitution, not the operations of

Expressed Tradition of Race., 


**Wilson’s power, in large part, lay 
in the fact that he expressed so com- 
letely. what may be called the great 
radition of the race, its religion, its 
social and political ideals, its ethics. 
He had the whole past behind him. 
When he spoke he stirred not only 
the idealism, the faith, the hope, that 
the ordinary American had drawn in 
with his mother’s milk, but he ap- 
pealed to the same spirit in other 
nations. 


*“‘We hear in these days much criti- 


cism of democracy. Voices of weak- 
ness and unfaith are abroad in the 
land. Qne of .the first, if..not the 
first, of the. great American pessi- 
mists was Henry Adams. He was'a 
man who was unwilling to face the 
stern realities of his own time. In 
the reaction that followed the Civil 
War Henry Adams became a weep- 
ing philosopher. 

‘‘Wilson, who grew up also in the 

st-war period; knew its worst evils 
ar better than Henry Adams, for he 
exverienced the bitter realities of re 
construction in the South. He knew 
that no great civilization in this 
world, or any nation, or any institu- 
tion; was ever built. upon doubt and 
fear. Political institutions, he be- 
lieved, are built upon character, and 
the central core of character is con- 
viction. 

‘The highest honor one can pay to 
Wilson is to make an honest exam- 
ination of the principles and ideals 
he stood for ; and if we accept them. 
then to follow him in the task of 
making those principles prevail. We 
can imitate him also in courage, per- 
sistence, endurance, in reinspiring 
what he called the ‘old vitality in 
our national character.’ ’’

STORM EXTENDS TO FRANCE 


| Wrecked Telegraph Wires Tie Up 
Train — Frozen Bodies of Sol- 
diers Found in Yugoslavia.

LONDON, Dec. 27.—Southern :Eng- 
land remained today gripped by the 
worst blizzard in half a century. 
Londoners hugged their fires, and the 
streets, yésterday beautifully snow- 
mantlei, changed today to seas of 
slush. As today was an‘ additional 
holiday the shops generally were 
closed. 

A fierse gale in the English Chan- 
nel caused the cancellation for the 
first time in -aore than a dozen y2ars, 
of the cross-Channel services of the 
Southern Railway. Ships struggled 
into hours late because, un- 
able to see the lights through the icy: 
fog, they had been forced to anchor 
off shore. Hundreds of persons en 
route to Switzerland for Winter 
age were held up in London by 
the weather. 

Half of East Anglia was cut off to- 
day because three branch railway 
lines were completely closed and 
others impeded by snow. One train- 
load of cpepagg were marooned 
for ten hours last night and this 
morning. 


Thames Valley Flooded. 


Melting snow has caused the 
Thames Valley to be flooded. At 
Weybridge the river is two miles 
wide. Owing to.impassable drifts on 
the: main roads to London, the towns 
of Watford and Luton are still iso- 
lated. At one place almost a dozen 
automobiles were buried. 

At Deal the tide rushed over the 
sea walls and for a time flooded the 
town’s main thoroughfares. 

Owing to the blocked roads, the re- 
turn. of many Londoners to work to- 
morrow from visits out of town will 
be*made difficult, In London 4,009 
—— wires are reported out of 
order. 

Not only are whole villages isolated 
by fifteen-foot snowdrifts, but the in- 
habitants of some Dartmoor villages 
cannot leave their houses to. visit 
one another. It is not thought likely 
that many will sun seriously short of 
food, since all pantries were well 
stocked for Christmas. 

All outward airplane services had 


‘| to be canceled today. Warnings were 


sent to foreign stations that landing 
at Croydon would not be advisable 
on account of the depth of the snow 
at the airdrome. A few light planes 
equipped with skiis instead of land- 
ing wheels managed to alight, and a 
runway. half a mile long is being 
cleared through the snow for those 
not so fitted. 

Three hundred families have been 
rendered homeless and great damage 
has been caused by floods at Canter- 
bury. The Stour River overflowed 
and converted low-!ving thorough- 
fares into rapid rivers. . The occu- 
pants of many houses had to be low- 
ered from upper windows into boats. 


Gale Lashes Western France.

All annel boat 
Sailings have been suspended on both 
sides and telephonic and telegraphic 
communication has been interrupted 
by the destruction of wires. 

Qne train from Paris to the coast 
was last. night unable to reach its 
destination as the lines were com- 
pletely blocked by a tangled mass of 
telegraph wires blown down ~ the 
winds. The passengers had to be 
taken to their destination in auto- 
mobiles. 

The French steamer Invicta, which 
usually takes an hour and a quarter 
to cross from Calais to Dover, took 
over four hours to make the journey 
yesterday. The captain of another 
French packet boat coming from 
England reported that the voyage 
was \ oo worst he had ever experi- 
enced.

SUPPRESSION IS. DENIED 


Invectigator Declares That Only 
_ Minor Chenges ‘Heve Been 
Riade in Statistics. 


A copy of much-discussed Part 2 of 
the Leagus of Nations report. onthe 
traffic in women and children has 
been brought to New York by Colo- 
nel William I’. Snow, who headed 
the League’s committee of experts 
investigating the problem. It is said 
to be the first copy to arrive in tne 
United States and will soon be made 
available to the public by the World 
Peace Foundation in Boston. 

more than 200 closelv-printed 
pases, the report, arranged country 

y country, paints an indictment of 
commercialized vice in many nations, 
showing it to be an ugly reality in 
spite of the efforts of Governments 
to suppress or regulate it. Extracts 
of the report and summarie3 were 
cabled to American newspapers from‘ 

eva when it was “issued earlier 
in the month and an’ international 
flurry was aroused by the charge 
that parts of the report had been 
“suppressed’’ and revised at the in- 
stance of offended Governments. 


Major Bascom .Johnson, sayho was |, 


in active charge of the ‘ee years’ 
investigation “on four ,eontinents, 
thumbed: the pages of the report yes- 
Me on d in the offices of the American 
Social Hygiene’ Association, 370 ‘Sev- 
enth Avenue, of which he is a direc- 
tor. He insisted that nothing of im- 
portance had been changed in the 
revision of the original report be- 
tween last March, when the first 
draft was completed, and November, 
when it was resubmitted to the 
League Council after having been 
submitted to each of the twenty- 
eight Governments involved. What- 
ever changes were made, notably in 
the sections on France, Hungary and 
Rumania, he asserted, were minor 
changes of wording or revisions of 
statistics which had changed during 
the three years the investigation was 
being made. 

“Not by the wildest stretch of the 
imagination could this réport be said 
to be suppressing “anything,” said 
Major Johnson. He pointed to an 
annex to the report, containing the 
comments or criticisms of each, of 
the Governments to. which it ‘had 
been submitted. Tes: had been 
printed and added to the text at the 
direction of the League Council. 

So much indignation against com- 
mercialized vice has been aroused in 
Europe by the report, according to 
Major Johnson, that far-reaching 
changes are almost certain to take 
place within the next five years. 
Cuba and Uruguay have already 
made sweeping changes in dealing 
with the traffic in women and chil- 
dren, and Major Johnson predicted 
that France, which the report cited 
as one of the worst offenders, would 
become an ‘‘abolition” nation ‘before 
five years had passed. 

‘Italy, too, shows signs that it is 
going to abolish the system of Gov- 
ernment licensing,’’ he said. ‘‘Brazil 
and Spain are now out of the League, 
and Argentina is cooperating only 
distantly, but if they ever come back 
these nations will not be able to 
withstand sentiment in favor of abo- 
lition.”’ 

The completion of the _ report 
marked the end of a long road for 
Major Johnson and his assistant in- 
vestigators, who had been making 
their inquiry under the League’s 
auspices, ‘‘with the consent and col- 
laboration of the Governments” in 
and out of the League, and with 
$75,000 of American money, contrib- 
uted by the Bureau of Social, Hy- 

iene. Ever since 1924 Major John- 

on has been traveling, investigating 

commercialized vice in the leading 
cities of South America, North 
America, Europe and Northern 
Africa. 

Major Johnson said he would go to 
Geneva in March for the next. meet- 
ing of the Permanent Committee on 
the Traffic in Women and Children.

Says Peace Treaty With France 
Would Hasten) War's, Ends 
Special to The New York Times, 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 27.—Senator 
Borah hes given the -following state- 
ment to the correspondent of the 
Matin of Paris on M. Briand’s pro- 

sal for a peace treaty between the 

nited States and France: 

‘“T am in hearty accord with the 
principle announced by M. Briand. 
It is encouraging to have this dis- 
tinguished statesfman®and world- 
wide apostle of peace Fenogp ce and 
declare for the principle of the out- 
lawry of war. ' : 

“It seems perfettly *¢lear’to me 
that we can never make any real 

rogress toward permanent peace so 
ong as we recognize the institution 
of war as legitimate and clothe it 
with glory. Victor Hugo long ago 
at the grave of Voltaire declared: 
‘Let us proclaim absolute truths. Let 
us dishonor -war.’ 

‘Let us in our day. denounce the 
institution of war as a criminal in- 
stitution and then we can _be and 
with effect the work of educating 
mankind to that belief. And after 
all it may not be so difficult. a.task, 
forthe people—the masses—are ,al- 
ready of that belief. The great. mass 
of mankind are against war. ‘They 
believe it to be a, criminal. .institu- 
tion... What.we need is the law and 
machinery which will hold respon- 
sible the few who foment and bring 
on war. 

“Of course no .two. nations. can 
outlaw war. But two powerful na- 
tions like the United States and 
France can make a glorious begin- 
ning. The United States should im- 
mediately sprercee the same treaty 
with all other governments.”’

“Nelson and the Secretary for Na- 
tive Affairs met the Mau ,(native) 
Committee Christmas Eve. The 
chiefs at first refused a conference, 
butnegotiations followed with an 
ultimate agreement to preserve peace 
and accept the new channel. Griev- 
ances.are now being heard. 

“The chiefs exonerated Europeans 
of responsibility for the present con- 
ditions. Therefore they wanted no 
intercessions by Europeans. The Mau 


remains firm until the grievances are 
redressed.”’

ASBURY PARK, N. J., Dec. 27.— 
Dr. Edwin Pye Turner Osbaldeston, 
celebrating his ninety-fifth birthday 
today, had one of the most active 
days of his varied life. The nono- 
genarian was arrested three years 
ago on a forty-five-year-old charge 
of breaking jail after stealing ja 
horse and buggy in Binghamton, 
N. Y. At that time friends expressed 

=fear that Dr. Osbaldeston would not 
live another year. Today, however, 
he spént several hours walking about 
town attired only in a light white 
linen suit. 

Early this morning friends and 
neighbors sounded a bugle call out- 
side the doctor’s little shack on Rail- 
road Avenue. He jumped out of bed, 
picked up an American flag, tossed 
it over his shoulders and appeared 
a moment later in the doorway 
standing ‘at salute. He invited: his 
callers inside and sang an original 
composition for them. : 

Then Dr. Osbaldeston began his 
day of activity. He walked about.the 
city, lunched with friends, and:a 
short time later climbed a forty-foot 


railroad signal tower near his home,’ 


a feat he does almost daily. Drop- 
ping down to the ground, Dr. Osbal- 
deston remarked that such exercise 
was not necessary to longevity, but 
he enjoyed it. ‘ Res 

Dr. Osbaldeston said that although 
he has not been inside of a church 
for seventy-five years, he believes 
— has doné much to p-eserve his 
ife. . . 

Back in 1897 he and Mark Twain 
and Harry L. Horton, a broker; had 
walked Fifth Avenue attired in white 
suits, causing ‘‘quite a sensation,’’ 
he said, and ever since then he Has 
donned the white on his birthday. 

At the request of his audierice the 
aged man recounted some of the 
more thrilling adventures of his life. 


One of these incidents dealt with his” 


battle with three Russian cavalry- 
men during the Chimean War. He 
killed two of them, he said, but as 
he made for the third one the horse- 
man broke his sword. The next 
thing Dr. Osbaldeston knew it was 
ten months later and he was in a 
hospital. 

The doctor also to!'d how he once 
saved a swimmer, pursued by an 
eighteen-foot shark, by diving into 
the water with a knife and slaying 
the shark after a apa | strugele. 

Dr, Qhaigeston said he had just 
returned from a trip to Binghamton, 
where, it was charged, he stole the 
horse and carriage forty-five years 
ago. He said it was his first -visit 
to the city, and spoke of it in com- 
plimentary terms.

Belieyes Child Died of Fright. 


Belief that Marian Parker died of 
fright and exhaustion before she was 
strangled by Hickman was expressed 
ep Je by County Autopsy Surgeon 
H. F. Wagner. 

Commenting on Hickman’s confes- 
sion, in which he said he strangled 
the girl to death, Wagner said he be- 
lieved that when her captor ‘‘applied 
the towel about her neck she real- 
ized what was about to happen and 
her heart stopped as the result of 
fright and exhaustion.’’ 

‘He may have done or attempted 
to do what he confessed,’’ Dr. Wag- 
ner asserted, ‘‘but her death was not 
primarily due to strangulation. The 
autopsy surgeon said there were no 
marks of. contusion or constriction 
about the neck and that the lungs 
were not congested.’’ 

Dr. Wagner, who’has been a neigh- 
bor of the slain girl’s family and 
knew the child, said that when she 
realized the situation she probablv 
neither slept nor. partook of food. 
His examination of the body indi- 
cated such a condition, Dr. Wagner 
asserted. 


Take Up Reward Tomorrow. 


As Hickman’s train neared Los 
Angeles, crowds intent upon catch- 
ing a glimpse of him gathered at 
stations and cross roads.

Gold Supply and Prices. 


Speaking before the Economic As- 
sociation, Lionel D. Edie of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, -said that as a 


matter of realism the danger which 
confronts the financial world for the 
proximate future is a gold standard 
subject to the fluctuations of demand 
and supply of gold and to the dis- 
turbances of severe variations in he 
purchasing power of money. 

“The price decline from 1925 to 
1927,’”’ he said, ‘‘has not been occa- 
sioned by a shortage of gold and is 
not the initial stage of a long-time 
price decline. However, unless 
thwarted by some fortuitous event, 
such a long-time decline may be very 
clearly and acutely felt by 1935. 

“Efficiencies in gold usage which 
account for.our present level do not 
permit any let-up in the yearly pro- 
duction of gold. To insure a normal 
growth of the new superstructure of 
credit, it is necessary to have a nor- 
mal growth—namely, 2.7 per cent. per 
annum—of the gold base underlying 
that structure. All that the new econ- 
omies have led to has been the lux- 
ury of a cost of living index 70 per 
cent. higher than the pre-war. In a 
fundamental sense they are not 
economies at all. 

“They do not in the least reduce 
the annual gold requirements of 2.7 
per cent. necessary to avert a long- 
time decline of prices. The present 
gold standard was forced upon the 
various. countries by the exigencies 
of the war. It was not an act of pre- 
meditated choice; to no small extent 
it is looked upon by them as a make- 
shift until they can accumulate do- 
mestic gold reserves. 

“Few countries, if any, have relin- 
quished the fixed wad popes of building 
up gold stocks at home as rapidly as 
circumstances permit. In spite of 
these pondittons tt it is conceivable that 
@ progressive pooling of reserves 
might take place by mutual agree- 
ment, involving a kind of interna- 


{tional Federal reserve system, a gold 


League of Nations. 

“Recollections of the quarter cen- 
tury of repeated seg necessary to 
persuade the United States to pool 
domestic reserves and recollection of 
the hold of nationalism on our post- 
war political thought may well make 
one dubious of the prospects of the 
hew gold disarmament under ' which

MAN'S PROGRESSDISCUSSED 


Nashville Sessions Hear Papers on: 


Play Tests, Heredity and 
Results of Shaving.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 27.—The 
many sections of which the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Scienee is. composed settled down in 
earnest today to hear the reading of 
papers that ranged over the natural 
sciences as a whole. Because they 
deal with human beings and their 
vagaries, the psychologists attracted 
the largest audiences. 

Professor Harvey. Lehman, 
fills the Chair of Psychology in the 
University of Ohio, is the inventor 
of what is known as‘the ‘“‘Lehman 
play quiz.’’ More than six thousand 
children of Kansas City, Mo., were 
tested by means of the ‘“‘quiz’’ for 
the purpose of finding out how dull | 
and bright boys and girls differ in 
their tastes and. intellectual: bents. 
The results were presented before 
the American Association by Pro-. 
aul A. 
Witty of Ohio University and the 
University of Kansas. 

Boys and girls were made to go 
sleigh riding, play with pet dogs, 
chew gum, go to church, write letters 
and poems, match pennies, read 
jokes, play musical instruments, and 
amuse and bore themselves in about 
fifty different ways. The conclusions 
reached were both expected and un- 
expected. 

When it comes to playing, the dull 
children appeared slightly more ver-

bright children. Bright boys and 
girls participate more frequently in 
activities that require reading, which 
is what might be expected. Bright 
children have a livelier sense of 
humor, but they are less social in 
their play. 

In the Psychological Laboratory of 
the University of Iowa experiments 
have been conducted over a consid- 
erable period to develop both a tech- 
nique for arousing such emotions as 
fear, hate and anger, as well as a 
method of training observers to 
make a careful analysis of their emo- 
tional experiences.

Investigations’ such as: these go 
back to the early days of experi- 
mental psychology. However, Pro- 
fessor Ruckmick’s work is new and 
important, “because the conditions 


under which he tests are those of 
everyday life. Thus an _ observer 
may be pleasantly occupied in con- 
templating reproductions of famous 
paintings when a revolver is grad- 
ually introduced in the line of vision. 
Or a man may be asked whether he 
minds being touched at the back of 
the neck with a lighted cigarette, 
whereupon a sensitive galvanomete: 
records his response. 

Professor Ruckmick, with the per- 
mission of the authorities concerned, 
has even been able to defer the an- 
nouncement of some high honor, 
such as mere in an honorary 
society or the result of a special ex- 
amination in which a high grade was 
obtained. Then, with the psycho- 
galvanometer and pneumograph at- 
tached, the information was impart- 
ed and the gratification of the sub- 
ject recorded. 

So far, Professor Ruckmick has 
completed experiments’ involving 
about 150 emotional situations, rang- 
ing from anger, fear,’ apprehension, 
dread, anxiety, horror, astonishment 
and disgust to the pleasant situations 
involved in hilarity, exhilaration, 
great happiness, satisfaction, amuse- 
ment and anticipation. Anger is ac- 
companied by heating of the face and 
cheeks, contractions of the throat 
and an impulse. to act. A pleasant 
surprise is followed by relaxation of 
the muscles, opening of the eyes, 
faster beating of the heart, tensing 
of muscles in back and calves of 
legs and wrinkling of forehead. 

leasant anticipation is accom- 
panied by a general sense of feeling 
of lightness throughout the body and 
slight thrills down the spine. 

But the man who really told the 
psychologists something that they 
had not even guessed before was 
Dr.- Knight Dunlap of Johns Hopkins 
University, who advanced the revo- 
lutionary view that any one who 
wants to break himself of a bad 
habit has only to keep on practicing 
the habit under control and with the 
desire to be cured. For years, psy- 
chologists have supposed that we 
learn and -form habits through 
repetition. It was supposed that 
something like a brain path was 
worn down, a line of least resistance 
that habit-forming notions eventually 
learned to follow. 


“‘Negative Factors” in Habits. 


Psychologists have long been ac- 
quainted with cases in which habit 
tendency disappears in spite of 
repetition of the stimulus. 

“If repetition has in itself no ef- 
fect,’’ said Dr. Dunlap, ‘‘but {; im- 


portant inaerely in that through it 
certain positive factors have their 
chance to operate, ‘then it at once 
becomes a live possibility that nega- 
tive factors may also be allowed to 
operate through repetition. If the 
negative factors,. those which de- 
crease the prboabilitv of the recur- 
rence of the response, can be dis- 
covered, repetition may be used 
peeeceny for the abolition of a 
abit already formed. 

“Can we, for example, cure stam-° 
m.ring through causing the patient 
to stammer voluntarily, in as nearly 
as possibe the same way in which 
he ordinarily stammers?’’ 

Dr. Dunlap proceeded to test this 
theory on himself. Like thc s_.nds 
who use the typewriter, he had the 
habit of writing ‘‘hi2’’ instead of 
“‘the.”’ He deliberately filled half 2 
page .ith the combination ‘‘hte,’ 
with tae thought that this was a

“Education in America has passed 
from sectarian control to that of in- 


disastrous nature of which is now 
only too evident,’’ was the burden of 


Sanborn, Professor of Philosophy in 
against 
schools ‘and colleges. 

“By means of the elective system 
there has been-a watering of edu- 
cational stock and a traffic in aca- 
demic degrees like that which once 
prevailed in the field of medicine, 
in order to meet the demands of the 
masses for signs of distinction that 
have come to lose whatever meaning 
they may once have possessed. In 
addition to this the function of the 
educator has come to be restricted 
by democracy in many ways that 
are injurious and’ even positively 
vicious.”’ ‘ 

What is the remedy? Those who 
are chiefly interested in education, 
who devote their lives to it, must se- 
cure a measur? of control compa- 
rable with their importance, Profes- 
sor Sanborn gave as his solution. 

Dr. Douglas C. Ridley of Clark 
University, who also spoke on educa- 
tion, thought that world cruises, de- 
spite the notoriety that attended the 
experiment with the Ryndam, have 
a definite place in our collegiate 
system. 

“Only on a world cruise based on 
educational values is an ocean liner 
likely to vary its course as the Ryn- 
dam did,’’ he said, ‘‘to give close-up 
views of short-features and, in the 
Sunda Straits, to pass over the deep 
water where once stood the ancient 
cone of Krakatoa, so that passengers 
may ‘study at close range the frac- 
tured vertical wall of the remnant of 
that volcanic mass.” 

Dr, Ridley recommended careful 
selection of students for such cruises 
and the organization of seminars.

The smallest people of the world 
are the Negrillos of Central Africa 
and the Aymaras of Central Soyth 
Africa. Both peoples live in hot, 
humid jungles, where food is scarce. 
On the other hand, the Eskimos, 
Lapps and northern :Siberians are al- 
most as .short and live -in regions 
where excessive cold prevails and 
where food is no more abundant than 
it is in the jungle. The tallest people 
are found along the northern Euro- 
pean coasts, in the Baltic region, in 
Scotland and in the United States, in 
Western Asia and Eastern Africa, 
and on the Plains and in the Pampas 
of the Americas—in a word where 
life is active, food abundant and the, 
climate temperate. 

‘Sea areas and probably sea food 
have an influence in reducing stature 
by increasing the iodine intake,’’ 
Professor Bean said. ‘‘The present 
Mediterranean people and e pri- 
mordial British have small statures 
and so do the Japanese. Yet they 
come from taller continental stock. 
The Central Americans and the 
Fuegians have'smalier statures than 
the continent peoples near by. The 
Malays and Southern Asiatics are 
smaller than the peoples of the: in- 
terior of the continent. 

This anomaly may be accounted 
for by the fact that certain stocks 
may move into areas for which they 
are not fitted and remain for a time, 
he asserted. Ultimately there is a 
survival of the stock best fitted for 
the environment. The unfit stock 
disappear in time by amalgamation, 
eradication or dispersal.

Little of the University of Michigan, 
a er among modern experimental 
evolutionists, has reached the view 
that the human race can be physi- 
cally and mentally improved. e 
may not produce a race of super- 
men, but we can at least reduce the 
number of inheritable diseases and 
defects, possibly, control the spread 
of cancer, and understand the con- 
ditions. under which: genius appears. 

Judging from Professor Little’s 
address on ‘Opportunities for Re- 
search in Mammalian Genetics,’’ a 
modern biologist could go far toward 
creating a human. being to. order. if 
the law did not intervene. .The biol-. 
ogist would simply have to follow the 
fundamental. principles of heredity 
laid down by the monk Mendel and 
by Professor Morgan. 


Factors in’ Study of Heredity. 

Of late years,’ biologists have: been 
experimenting much with the fruit 
fly known to ‘science as droso- 
phila, an-insect. which reproduces 
its own kind. with astonishing ra- 
pidity, and which in the study of 
heredity has become as important in 


pig has long been in bacteriology: 
But the gap between insects ‘and 

men is so wide that Professor Little 

cautioned his hearers against the 


conclusicns drawn from the manner 
in which drosophila transmits its 
characteristics. If we want to im- 
prove the human race we must study 
heredity in such more nearly related 
animals as cats, dogs, rodents, 
guinea’ pigs and rabbits. On the 
whole, Professor Little himself pre- 
fers some species of ‘mice, sincé 
they breed rapidly and since the ex- 

rimental evolutionist. cannot wait 

o reach the age of Methusaleh be- 
fore noting the effects of heredity in 
ten or twenty generations. 

Professor Little enumerated five 
great problems, ‘‘which are os 
of successful investigation in labora- 
tory mammals and which fulfill all 
conditions of interest to man.’’ These 
five problems include size and 
growth, fertility and sterility, sus- 
es se gaye or resistance to disease, 
fatal action of the primary organism 
called genes during development, and 
psychological ‘differences. 

Since mind is man’s highest at- 
tribute, Professor .Little’s audience 
was particularly attentive to the evi- 
dence that has been gathered to 
prove that general mental ability is 
inherited. Dr. Frederick Adams 
Wood’s study of heredity in royalty 
and Professor Banker’s cieeeueh on 
families of Harvard alumni have 

iled up facts to prove that ability 

s transmitted from one generation 
to another. ; 

From animals we can learn much, 
because we can limit our study to 
one characteristic such as the rela- 
tion of habit formation, memory and 
other mental traits to in-breeding, 
overcrowding, isolation, malnutrition 
and the activity of thyroid and other 

lands, Professor Little pointed out. 

Ve can learn much from a dog’s 
gift of pointing, setting, springing, 
going to earth. 

“Both dogs and mice have enough 
variations to provide an excellent 
opportunity for the investigation of 
linkage between psychological and 
physical characteristics,’’ he said.

Yale. Freshman Bows to Wintringer, 
4.and 8—Finlay of-Harvard 
Beats Parsons, 4 and 3. 





PINEHURST, N. °C.;° Dec. 27.— 
Eugene V. Homans.of Englewood, the 
New Jersey junior: champion, came 
within an ace of being’ eliminated 
by Walter Swoope in the fitst round 
of the midwinter championship here 
this afternoon. The Yale freshman 


was not beaten until the twentieth 
hole. 


From a college standpoint Prince- 
ton. was the decided victor, since 
in three of the four championship 
division matches involving undér- 
graduates wis Sassau piayers tri- 
umphed.. Robert: L. Wintringer of 
Steubenville, Ohio, former Princeton 
golf captain, defeated the medalist, 
Forbes K. Wilson, Yale freshman, by 
4 and 3. George Dunlap defeated L. 
D. Mowry Jr. of Englewood by 8 and 
7, but Sayre McLeod of Merion, Pa., 
former Princeton: football manager, 
bowed to Richard Wilson of Southern 
Pines, a Georgetown first-year man, 
by 3 and 1. 


Of the other matches, Phillips Fin- 
lay, the interscholastic champion, a 
Harvard student, had little trouble in 
vanguishing Donald Parson of 
Youngstown.

Homans and Swoope in Battle.

Also Provides Credit for Athletic 
Qualification’. Be. Given: for 
Summer School Studies. 


SYRACUSE, N: Y., Dec. 27 ().— 
Three resolutions having an impor- 
tant bearing upon the eligibility of 
high school athletes in New. Yor 
State-were adopted by the Central 
Committeé of the New York State 
Public High School Athletic ‘Associ- 
ation at,a meeting here today pre- 
liminary to the annual convention of 
the Associated Academic ‘Principals 
of the State. 

The resolutions provided for con- 
tinuing eligibility in case of transfers 
of pupils from one school to another, 
fixed the amateur status of ‘athletes 
and dealt with continuance: of credit 
toward athletic eligibility for Sum- 
mer school students. 

“In case of transfer from’ one 
school to another,’’ the first resolu- 
tion: declared, “of pupils who -have 
previguey represented in athletics a 
school of equal grade and whose 
transfer does not involve a change 
of .residence of the pupils’ paren 
such pupils shall have.been in at- 
tendance in the new school at least 
one full semester before the pupil 
pin 5 be eligible to represent the new 
school.

Often cities have had their feelings 
so badly Hurt, or suffered from such 
an inferiority complex when they 
read the published tables, or are 
so confident that they have grown 
faster than the rest of the world 
has any notion of, that they ac- 
cept this proposition.

OUR FILMS VS. THE WORLD'S. 

If the indicated compromise is 
reached between French and Amer- 
ican motion picture producers, to 
forestall the quota arrangement 
proposed. by the Herriot commis- 
sion, it is possible that. the ‘citizens 
of this country may begin to ap- 
preciate what is animating Europe 
in its determination that American 
films shall not dominate its theatres. 
For on the basis of that compromise 
Hollywood, in order to obtain more 
representation in European theatres, 
will be obliged to distribute more 
German, French and British pic- 
tures. And then shall we hear the 
cry from patriotic societies—and 
Mayor THOMPSON—that European 
propaganda is seeping into the pure 
spring of our national life? If we 
do, and it is probable, we may have 
more sympathy for the same cry 
that is now filling Europe, where 
films portraying American life have 
been the chief. entertainment of the 
foreign audiences. Writing in The 
Atlantic Monthly, an Irishman 
notes that what. his country ‘fears 
is not “ Anglicanization” but. “‘ Los 
Angelesization.”

JOHN DUNSTON, from New York 
to San Francisco called “JACK,” 
was the best known of a procession 
of figures such as New York will 
not seé again. Already legendary in 
part, he will become a legend un- 
intelligible to a country forgetting 
the days. and nights of civilized 
food and, drink, the comfort, the 
ease; the simple if a little loud 
gayeties, of comfortable village 
New: York. A. man counts himself 
fortunate. now if he escapes being 
run over. He eats what is thrown at 
him if he can afford to get it. The 
waiter is cold to a tip that once 
would have won a more exquisite 
dish than the purple palace, which 
beguiles its clients with sound and 
sight, can prepare. 

The old oyster bar, from which 
“Jack’s” developed, should have its 
monograph; and also the old oyster 
house. When was the last real 
“oyster bay” closed? Jn that each 
party had its table and seats shut 
into privacy by curtains. When 
Broadway above Thirty-fourth Street 
Was mostly occupied by one-story 
buildings, there was an alleged 
“oyster bay” near the old St. 
Cloud Hotel. But it was an ordinary 
‘Testaurant and had no compart- 
ments. The Manhattan Oyster Bay 
at Seventy-fourth Street and Co- 
lumbus Avenue was an admirable 
restaurant, as might be expected 
from its proprietors, DUNSTON and 
KENNELLY. An urbane waiter there, 
“Tom ” HEALY, afterward conducted 
a long-prosperous restaurant at 
Sixty-sixth ‘Street, and; by skillful 
operations in real estate, died three 
times a millionaire.

cial. All parties in interest want 
to make all the money possible, and 
since the United States has 25,000 
cinemas in comparison with about 
4,000 each in Germany, Great Brit- 
ain and France, this is the market 
which foreign picture producers 
want to reach, They have been held 
out so far on the ground, and a 
generally true one, that an American 
audience does not especially favor 
foreign films. They feel they have 
not been given a fair trial, and they 
now propose by the use of certain 
clubs familiar to all natic=3 engaged 
in.international tariff matters to 
force that trial. If the American 
producers want to avoid a harsh 
quota law abroad and continue to 
have the lion’s: share of the foreign 
market, they will probably have to 
come to some such agreement, par- 
ticularly since it is indicated that 
France, Great Britain and Germany 
are disposed to make a tripartite 
combination against Hollywood. 

One word may be said in the hope 
of assuaging the fears of those who 
have been brought up to feel that 
foreign films, particularly French, 
are likely to be wicked, It is prin- 
cipally in Hollywood that France ap- 
pears as a land devoted exclusively 
to the more glamourous sins, Eng- 
land to “ silly awsses”’ and Germany 
to fat people and the guzzling of 
beer. Their own producers search 
more deeply beneath’ the surface for 
national traits and sriences. 
Perhaps the outcome of: this discus- 
sion, as is often the case, will trans- 
late the peoples of the world more 
faithfully to. one another.

OLD AGE AND DEPENDENCY. 

A study conducted by. the Indus- 
trial Welfare Department of the 
National Civic. Federation’ sharply 
challenges the ‘popular belief” that 
90 per cent.'of:all persons over the 
age of,65. are dependents. One can 
only ‘wonder at the popularity of ‘a 
belief. that is patently: contradicted 
by ordinary observation and experi- 
ence, A lower figure than 90 per 
cent. for aged dependency, but still 
a considerable figure, has sometimes 
been put forward by thrift institu- 
tions. But even here there has been 
exaggeration. The Civic Federation 
inquiry, on the basis of nearly 15,000 
cases in New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Connecticut, esti-

children. It is arguable that aged 


people should not be obliged to look 
for support: even to. their own. The 
desire for independence in old age 
is widespread and quite compatible 
with affection for offspring. Yet, 
viewed as a social problem, family 
dependency among the old must be 
defined in accordance with the facts. 
The gospel of individualism has not 
gone very far in undermining the 
claims of old age upon its own flesh 
and blood. Nor is this condition en- 
tirely non-economic. The old mother 
about the house in many cases prob- | # 
ably renders enough service to her 
married son or daughter to justify 
her being regarded as engaged in a 
gainful occupation. 
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BROADWAY COMES BACK. 

Broadway was itself again Mon- 
day night. In fact, it had not been 
quite so much itself in a long time, 
for eleven theatrical openings in 
one evening are an event, even for 
Broadway. It seems to have been 
the idea that a smaller number 
would not have restored it after the 
slack pre-Christmas theatre trade. 

It is a tradition, accepted by the 
producers with what grace long 
custom may lend, that the weeks 
before Christmas are dull for pro- 
fessional entertainers... People are 
so busy. shopping, tying up fancy 
packages and trimming trees that 
they forget all about the poor little 
chorus girls and stage heroes and 
heroines, who, after all, want some 
kind of Christmas themselves. The 
big girl-and-music shows are said 
to. fare better than legitimate 
drama. Nieces and nephews ‘are 
taken to vaudeville and to musical 
comedies of the Fred Stone type. 
Serious plays and smart comedies 
hang on with forced smiles until the 
world settles back to normal. 

Some of the eleven openings 








appear to be good for long runs. 
The reviewers are having a busy 
week, but they find time to inspect 
everything and report any new and 
interesting work. So many openings 
on one night lead to speculation. 
Where do they all come from? If 
they were all very good shows, it 
would be easier to understand, for 
no producer will refuse to put a 
money-maker on the boards. But 
some of them are certain failures. 
The most inexperienced theatregoer 
could safely prophesy _a speedy 
“flop”. at the first fall of the final 
curtain. Fortunately, none of the 
present bevy seems to drop into that 
classification. But not all of them 
are due for great popularity, and 
the managers must have had an 
inkling of the truth. One explana- 
tion may be the great number of 
new theatres in the city. They 
have to be ‘filled somehow. This 
should be encouraging for young 
playwrights. 


SCIENTISTS IN VACUO. 

Scientists seem to abhor a vacuum 
as strongly as nature. The vacation 
period most of them refuse to spend 
in idleness or even in , recreation. 
They gather often at great inconve- 
nience and considerable expense, in 
order by conference to advance each 
the particular science to which he 
is giving his life. There are some 
sixty different scientific organiza- 
tions .meeting.in America during the 
Christmas holidays. The American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, with its fifteen sections and 
twenty-five affiliated organizations, 
embraces nearly half of the total 
number. The mathematician, the 
physicist, the .chemist,. the, meteor- 
ologist, the biologist, the zoologist, 
the botanist, the entomologist; the 
geographer are among those at the 
meeting which is held in Nashville, 
partly, no doubt, in recognition of 
the splendid advance which Vander-

Science thus: takes the old 
proverb and finds in the multitude 
of counselors not only safety but 
higher wisdom. 


“DUDE RANCHERS, INC.” 


Time was when they spoke of a 
“tenderfoot.” In those days, now 
embalmed in “The Virginian” and 
other tales of the great open spaces, 
to be a tenderfoot was to be unable 
to shake off the curse of coming 
from the East. .Today they speak of 

“dude.” Yet were it not for hig 
propensity to dress up in the most 
approved movie-hero cowboy regalia 
he would be regarded as an equal, 
albeit a person to be pitied for his 
lack of horse sense and for his gul- 
libility. No longer is he put through 
his paces and subjected to a sort of 
hazing. His weakness for mounting 
a horse on the wrong side and mak- 
ing his bed on rough ground is now 
a@ cause for a fatherly—or at least 
elder brotherly—concern on the part 
of the Westerner. The Easterner is 
just “dumb.” He doesn’t know any 
better because he has never had a 
chance. 

It must be recorded that “dude 
ranching” has now become such an 
industry that a Dude Ranchers’ As- 
sociation has been formed and re- 
cently had its second annual conven- 
tion in Billings, Mont. The decline 
of cattle and sheep raising, follow- 
ing the disappearance of the open 
range, left many ranchers in the 
precarious position of maintaining a 
feudal estate without profit or else 
facing bankruptcy. Gradually they 
began to see the possibilities of capi- 
talizing the peculiarities of Eastern 
relatives and friends. Some one dis- 
covered that Easterners, if given 
running water and plumbing, could 
be induced to stay on for the season. 
Akin to a hostelry, the dude ranch 
was yet superior. The guests were 
carefully selected. All the docile 
horses in the neighborhood were 
bought up or hired for the use of the 
visitors, while a couple of frisky 
two-year-olds were kept in the cor- 
ral and occasionally mounted by 
some of the ranch hands and made 
to buck and jump, The innocent 
“ dudes” were thus led to believe 
that their horses, also, might be 
“ kittenish ’—which added to the 
excitement of the morning ride—and 
the ex-cowpunchers had the satis- 
faction of féeling that they were the 
better horsemen. 

The business aspects of this indus- 
try are now formidable. To operate 
a dude ranch requires owning sev- 
eral hundred ‘head: of horses. ‘This 
means a sufficient acreage to raise 
hay and furnish pasture. As a rule 
there is also a dairy herd. <A large 
personnel is, of course, essential. 
Part of the. game is that the guides 
shall be of the movie-hero type in 
appearance... When not. otherwise 
engaged each pseudo-Mix must 
squat on one heel, with his back 


his hands busy working a strip of 
leather and his jaws munching to- 
bacco. The guests, when not recov- 
ering from the effects of riding 
horseback, ‘squat or stand about in 
imitation of the “‘ boys,” resplendent 
in hats even larger and kerchiefs 
more flamboyant than those of the 
Westerners.

What Mr. Kinnan might have 
pointed out is the probability that, 
being given any specific industry, 
if a revolutionary change suddenly 
takes place it is due as a rule 
not to internal inventive work but 
to the efforts of a ‘“‘garret pioneer” 
who, in the face of the very ob- 
stacles you mention in your edito- 
rial, is able to convince some finan- 
celal group that it is worth while to 
organize and exploit his idea. 

Manufacturers have been making 
glass sucaessfully for many years. 
The automobile developed a de- 
mand for a transparent medium that 
would be less dangerous to the oc- 
cupants in the event of an acci- 
dent, Rest assured that when a 
| substitute for glass is finally per- 
fected the inventive idea will be 
predicated not upon the work of 
those from whom such an improve- 
ment might be expected, but will 
come as a result of independent ef- 
fort on the part of some genius 
who doubtless has actually experi- 
enced the urgent need and has set 
to work to solve the problem. 

You’ say, standardization is one 
obstacle that tends to defeat the 
struggling, bets C-Jer-yelel-oeta genius. 
Standardization, on the other hand, 
points the way for independent en- 
terprise. If many of. the larger 
concerns were not overstandardized 
their mood toward new and star- 
tling things would be more recep- 
tive. ‘The world is slow to accept a 
basically new idea. It may serve the 
purpose to charge the usual inertia 
and resistance to the millions in- 
vested in doing something a certain 
way, but history seems to indicate 
that in due course the plea of stand- 
ardization breaks down as popular 
demand increases. 
| A convenient example is the port- 
able typewriter, which struggled 
along for years as an independent 
enterprise more or less frowned 
upon by the manufacturers of stand- 
ard machines. The portable type- 
writer is here to stay and all of the 
large concerns are now manufac- 
turing light, portable machines. 

You. mention that the technical 
revolutionist is about as popular as 
a bomb. thrower in the court of a 
Czar. While such is doubtless a 
fact, it does not seem that this 
places any onus upon the _ individ- 
ual genius. If some of these large, 
self-satisfied organizations were not 
bombed out of their snug positions 
from time to time, we probably 
would longer have used cash reg- 
isters without total adders, incan- 
descent lamps with carbon fila- 
ments, steel knives that stain and 
hand - cranked automobiles. While 
this list might be carried much fur- 
ther, it serves to indicate the truth 
of the contention that while the 
‘thired’”’ inventor and his staff will 
make refinements and - improve- 
ments the epoch-making steps 
initiate from a different source. 
You: say, a more tangible foe is the 
research laboratory. Unfortunately, 
you are again. correct. It has been 
well said that the one place not -to 
try to exploit a new and merito- 
rious. idea is a concern engaged in 
manufacturing and marketing an 
allied commodity. 

You have well said that the gar- 
ret inventor’s one salvation lies in 
laying the foundations of entirely 
new industries. It might be added

The news was not of the kind that 
would’ ordifiatily! stimulate specula- 
tive enthusiesm; mong other de- 
velopmients, “it comprised a 5% per 
cent. call money) rate, the highest of 
the year, export of four and a half 
millions more gold, and a batch of 
imvortant railway earnings state- 
ments whose decrease from precedi:.¢ 
years was a little startling. But the 
stock «market purésiied exactly the 
course of a week ago, although with 
somewhat reduced transactions. Cer- 
tain\selected‘ industrial shares were 
bid up 3 to 6 points and the spirit of 
speculative excitement continued to 
prevail.

Railway shares which moved at all 
were mostly. lower; the changes, how- 
ever, being. as ‘a rule only fractional.

Market. loses Rear Top, With All 
Deliveries Above New Orleans

“Though it was estimated that be- 
tween 150,000 and ‘175,000 of the local 
stock of 210,000: bales: were turned 
‘over on’ January notices yesterday, 
the. operation tended to strengthen 
rather than weaken the cotton mar- 
ket, and prices advanced over a quar- 
‘ter of a cent. Considering the vol- 
ume of notices in circulation, a 
smaller percentage’ came back on 
the market than has been the case in 
some years, and the resulting im- 
provement left final quotations 24 to 
87 points higher on the day, 

Absence of selling pressure proved 
the feature of trading throughout. 
An accumulation of buying orders 
over the extended holiday catised an 
initial gain of 10 points er more, and 
prices improved as the day wore on, 
accompanied by few reactions. Ac- 
tive buying of January contracts by 
brokers for the larger spot. interests 
stiffened the market.and the ist 
moved up to the high level of last 
week without meeting any substan- 
tial quantity of selling orders. Cov- 
ering of near positions as well as 
July, the last active delivery of the 
old crop, together with price fixing 
by the trade, carried all months into 
new high ground for the movement 
during the afternoon.

Cuneiform Inscriptions. 
600 OF 20,000 TRANSLATED 


Tablets. Reveal a High Civilization 
in Long-Forgotten® Kingdom 
in Asia Minor. 


Much of the story of the ancient 
Hittite Kingdom in the fourteenth 
and thirteenth centuries B. C. has 
been brought. to this country by Pro- 
fessor John Garstang, internationally 
’ known archaeologist, whose most _re- 
cent. work in the East has been as 


Director of the Department of An- 
naga in the Government of Pales- 
ne 


Those whose ancient history comes 
from the Old Testament know’ the 
Hittites merely as one of the tribes 
settled in the Holy Land when the 
Israelites entered it, but modern 
archaeologists have » revealed the 
Hittite Kingdom in Asia Minor as 
one of the three great powers of the 
Near-Hastern world between 
and 1200 B.C. The two other powers 
were Egypt and Babylonia... 

The records from which Professor 
Garstang and others have read, and 
are reading, the Hittite story consist 
of 20,000 cuneiform inscriptions on 
clay tablets. Nat they were un- 
earthed in 1906, it is only in recent 
years. through the work of Profes- 
sor Hrozny of the University of 
Prague that they have been de- 
cipherable. Professor Garstang, who 
‘was present at their discovery, has 
followed the work of. translation, 
which is being carried on by Ger- 
man professors, and so. brings the 
Hittite story up to date. Although 
only 600 out of the 20,000 records 
have been translated, ete “S has 
been revealed, according to Profes- 
sor Garstang, to establish the sur- 
peseey _mcders, chzurecter of the 

ittite ngdom. 


Records of Foreign. Office. 


The tablets are Foreign Office rec- 
ords. They tell of the wars, negotia- 
tions and other internationa! affairs 
of the time, and also incidentally dis- 
close much of the internal history 


and social organization of the Hit- 
tites themselves. As Professor Gar- 
stang explained yesterday at the 
Harvard Club, it is just as if France 
were unknown to the rest of the 
world for many centuries and then 
her Foreign Office records, covering 
a period of 1,500 years, were discov- 
ered, 


The outstanding revelation of these 
Hittite records is the establishment 
of a definite. connection between 
many of the fundamental institutions 
of modern civilization and those of 
the Hittite Kingdom. This ancient 
monarchy in Asia Minor, for ex- 
ample, was built upon a deeply root- 
ed system of law and order. e@ po- 
sition of woman was distinctly rec- 
ognized and monogamy was the 
rule. Diplomatic marriages between 
the Princes and Princesses of the 
Hittite royal family were arranged 
with the royal families of Babylonia 
and Egypt and always on a monoga- 
mous basis. 

The earliest constitutional assem- 
bly on record sat to advise the Hit- 
tite King, and, although its legisla- 
tive powers seem to have been lim- 
ited, Professor Garstang considers it 
the direct forerunner of the British 
Parliament and the Congress of the 
United States. : 

The records include the official and 
private correspondence of members 
of the royal families of the Egyptian, 
Babylonian and Hittite kingdoms. 
They appear to have been kept as 
carefully as such correspondence to- 
day. One of the documents found in 
the Hittite capital is the copy of a 
letter sent by the King to one of the 
Pharaohs, the original of which has 
been unearthed in Egypt. 


Letter of Pharaoh’s Widow. 


Another rarity found in _ these 
ancient files is a letter from the 
widow of Tut-ankh-Amen seeking a 
marital alliance with a Hittite 


Prince. The political situation in 
Egypt at that time was in a state of 
agitation, and, after the death of her 
royal husband, Queen Ankh-nes- 
Amen sought: to strengthen her posi- 
tion on the throne by this marriage. 
Egyptian records show¢hat the mar- 
riage was acceptable to the Hittites 
ont that the Prince actually started 
on his way to Egypt. He never 
reached that country, however, be- 
cause he was waylaid and pre- 
sumably murdered by E tian con- 
—- against: the ueen, who 
shortly afterward lost her throne. 
The incident caused one of the inter- 
national crises of the day. 

In this connection, Professor Gar- 
stang showed how neatly the Hit- 
tite records dovetail into those found 
in Egypt and elsewhere. He believes 
that when all the records have been 
deciphered and matched with sup- 
plementary records from the other 
nations the .virtually complete his- 
tory of the period that immediately 
proceded the Classic Age of Greece 
will be written. 

Already contact between this world 
of Asia Minor and that of Greece 
has been established. The records 
show that groups of warriors with 
Trojan names fought in the Hittite 
Army against Egypt, and Troy itself 
is mentioned. The cuneiform equiv- 
alents of names prominent in the 
Homeric poems, including those of 
Paris and Atreus, the father of Aga- 
ae have also been found in 

em. 

From this and other evidence arch- 
aeologists are inclined to think that 
Troy and the Hittite Kingdom were 
in alliance. At any rate, when Aga- 
memnon. and his Achaean hosts con- 
quered Troy in 1200 B. C., the bar- 
rier between the Hittites and these 
invaders from the Balkans was brok- 
en down. Besides settling in Greece 
and starting the civilization that 
later flowered into Hellenic glory, 

bite) 


the Achaeans overran Asia 
and destroyed the Hittite Kingdom. 
Professor Garstang is also inter- 
ested in the part played by the an- 
cient Israelites in this world domi- 
nated by . Hittites, Egyptians and 
Babylonians. Palestine was a sort 
of international battleground, over- 
run by each of the powers in turn 
and the records of successive inva- 
sions have been left in layers of 


will cover the whole period of an- 
cient Palestinian history. 


Azree With Old Testament. 


Those discovered so far agree with 
the historical records of the three 
great kingdoms and tend to substan- 
tiate the purely historical narratives 
in the Old Testament. For example, 
Professor Geratess has followed all 
the campaigns of Joshua on foot 
and has found the Old ob egy 
descriptions and W sstorieal details. 
Incidentally, it is the earliest at- 
Fins i Bl ay ni narrative his- 
tory known today.

The great trouble 
is overproduction and po egdronty Be 
Coupled with this is the troub 
small Paterson manufacturers must 
go to to market their product in New 
York. The exchange will eliminate 
this trouble and at the same time 
resulate production and selling.’’

The 
present standard is a five-and-a-half- 
day week. Local. banks, Mr. Poz said, 
had promised: to finance the ex- 
change to the extent of $1,000,000.

Governor Smith and Mayor Walker 
Invited to Inspect Buildings in 
Goerck Street. 


A group of the most modern tene- 
ment houses thus far devised and 
recently built in Goerck Street, be- 
tween Stanton end East Houston 
Streets on the lower east side, by 
the Fred L. Lavanburg Foundation; 
will be opened today. But. instead 
of the 115 apartments being rented 
to persons earning weekly salaries 
of not more than $25, as planned in 
the beginning, most of the heads of 
the families which will reside in the 
new houses, will be persons earning 
from $30 to $40 a week. 

Mr. Lavanburg, before his death, 
Nov. 5. had stipulated that the apart- 
ments be rented only to such families 
whose heads earned $25, but Arthur 
S. Somers, President of the Long 
Island Chamber of Commerce and 
Chairman of the Board of Directors 
of the foundation, said yesterday that 
this barrier had to be raised, because 
too few persons earning such low 
selaries had applied fer anartmerts. 

The opening and dedication of the 
new six-story tenements, which run 
from 124 to 136 Goerck Street, with 
a frontage of 245 feet and a depth 
of 100 feet, will take place at 2 P. M. 
in the presence of prominent offi- 
cials, business men and _philanthro- 
pists interested in better housing for 
the poor. 

Governor Smith and Mayor Walker, 
who have been in the forefront of 
the movement to do away. with un- 
sanitary tenements in thickly pop- 
ulated sections of the city, have been 
invited to inspect the apartments, 
which have electric. lights, steam 
heat, modern tiled bathrooms with 
tubs and shower baths, brass. plumb- 
ing throughout, gas ranges, ice boxes 
and wash tubs. 

The houses have been divided into 
apartments of three, four and five 
rooms, with several features. new. to 
tenement. homes. The architects, 
Somerfeld & Sass, designed the 
buildings to provide maximum sun- 
light and air in all rooms.
